The Editor of Ihe North American, wri- 
ting from Quebec, says : — 

Lord Elgin must not escape censure for bit 
part in ibis disgraceful business. . It is now as 
plain as a sunbeam tbat he has been acting 
with duplicity and bad faith from 1850 to the 
present moment. He never intended to allow, 
as long as he could prevent it, any decisive 
action on the Reserves or Tenure questions. 
Responsible Government under his administra- 
tion has received its death blow. The " stall 
understood wishes of the people'' have been 
disregarded,thwarted, contemned as effectu- 
ally by Lord Elgin as by any of his prede- 
cessors. Look at his conduct in this crisis. 
In his speech frnm the Throne he declared that 
public opinion has been pronounced on the 
Reserve question " in no equivocal raaoner." 
What was meant by this expression 1 If hon- 
estly used he meant to admit that the voice of 
the country was for secularization. Yet 
when his ministers resigned because Brodeur 
was questioned at the bar of the House against 
their wish he sent for Sir Allan McNab, the 
leader of the tory anti-secularization faction, 
numbering fifteen, or twenty at most, in a 
House of 130! Was this an honest course! 
Assuredly not. And when I mention two 
facts, of which I hare undoubted proof, tbe 
reformers of Canada will see who has thwarted 
their demands heretofore, and where the ob- 
struction U likely to be found hereafter. A 
few months since a gentleman of high political.

The Indian Reserves — We learn from 
the Owen Sound Times tbat Ihe negociatioot 
between the Government and the ladians for 
the sale by the latter of the Ileserve Lands 
lying between Lake Huron and the Georgian 
J3ay have for Ihe present been stopped. It 
seems that at a Council of ihe several bauds 
of Indians'beld recently, tbe subject wat fully 
diicusted, the result being that the Indians 
insist on reserving large blocks of land at Col- 
poy*s Bay, Newasb, Saugeen, at the Sable 
[betweea Newaah,and Saugeen,] alongside the 
abore of Owen Sound Bay, and the valuable 
mill privilege and pinery at the Sable River 
on Lake Huron. This proposition, the Times 
says, bat been rejected by the Government, 
and consequently all oegociatioo 11 for tbe 
present broken off, until the Indians become 
more moderate io their views. The pro- 
posal to remove tbe Indians is advocated 
from a regard to their own interest*, as well 
as with a view to the opening up and settle- 
ment of the country. In their present situa- 
tion! exposed to so many corrupting and per- 
nicious influences, their annuities from the 
Government are squandered 011 what instead of 
benefitting is positively injurious to them, the 
soil remains uncultivated, and they themselret 
are rapidly dying out. Removed, on the oth- 
er band, to some one of the fertile islands io 
the Georgian Bay, with their annuities increat- 
ed by the sale of tbe Reserves, separated 
ffom' temptations -to vice and dissipation, 
and provided ' *\itb religiouj inslruciion and 
industrial, ic hoots, the condition of the Red 
man might yet ha proved susceptible of large 
improvements. Such a measure would bo of 
a very different character from the virtually 
exterminating policy pursued in the 
ioi Republic, and would be in perfect 
ny with the'nafernal sj-stem which has 
been e'Sjercise'fi by, the British and Colonial

The Clergy Hwrves Bill* 

The Bill for the secularization of the Re- 
serves atas introduced on Tuesday, the 17th 
iiwt. The following, is a brief synopsis of its 
provision. After a long preamble, defining 
the present position of these .lands— 

Seciion 1 provides that two funds shall be 
created orie for Upper aod oW" for Lower 
Canada. The money* for the sale of lands 
in either section of the province are to be 
kept separate, and to be hereafter know as the 
Municipalitiw Fund for l/p^er and Lower 
Canada. .It alio provides that the moneys 
arising from the sales of these lauds shall be 
thrown into that Fuwlj the Receiver General 
to act as Treasurer, '/,.\ \, .'; '] 

SecllonS,— Annual slipelidsflnd allowances 
charged on the Unserves beforv the last Im- 
perial Act, to be still payable during the natu- 
ral lives or ihcumbencie* of the parties' now

"Tho payment of Incumbents, required by 
the late Imperial Act, is a most unwarrantable 
interference with free legislation on our local 
affairs. We admit that individual caaei of 
hardship among Incumbents should have been 
provided for, in Iho final abrogation of this so- 
cial wrong; bnt the local Legislature should 
have been allowed to exorcise its judgment in 
making the provision. Aged men, and parties 
who had immigrated to the Province,' relying 
on such a provision, would have been objects 
for a generous consideration; but a 1 race of 

young prie6t lings, trained up, it may have been, 
at tbo public cost, in some of our 'publio semi* 
naries of learning, or at least who, being na- 
tives, wore conversant wilh Iho intense public 
hostility which prevailed against ihese eccle- 
siastical reservations and knew that theXegis- 
Jative Assembly had determined, twenty-five 
years ago, to abolish them, but could not, by 
reason of unconstitutional and irresponsible 
power— wo say, io be compelled to provide for 
such (lake, for instance, the eon of Alexander 
Dixon, the saddler, of this city, Mr. MeMurray 
of Dundas, tho son of Judge fecoH'e coachman, 
and others of the fame class) is an outrage 
against Iho lights of iho people and of the Lo- 
cal Legislature, which should not be tolerated.
